IMace this frame, with the rods run 
through the holes, side down on a lioard 
or other flat, smooth surface; lay a 
txMurd with an inch hole in its center 
on the upper side of the frame, and 
uow the mold Is reoflj for the plaster. 

Mix five parts of gu>sl plaster of parts 
ami one part of lime with water and 
pour through the hole In the top board. 
The plaster should be quite soft, so as 
to run freely and fill ail parts of the 
mold. The plaster may be poured in 
without the top board and carefully 
li'vcled oft at the top of tlie frame if 
preferred. 

When the plaster is hard tear away 
the wtxxlen frame ami remove the pa- 
p«T tuliea 

Tlie tubes, corners and mouthpiece 
may lie carveil to suit the fancy. 

For arranging the scale Insert corks 
in the lower emls of holes, lieginning 
with the lowest note and ptisliing each 
hiieceeding cork higher, as required. 

The lime mixed with the plaster will 
make it almost as liaril as marble. — It.

BUILT UPON PILES. 

A ti'ieer VUIaaa I.orateil at Ilia Mouth of 
tha Mlaalaal|>pl. 

Aiiiong the people in the 

I’niUHl States there are probably not 
.NX)— outside of tlie l«s’.iHty — who are 
aware that at the mouth of tiie Missis- 
sippi there is a little village built upon 
w-oixien piles standing far out in the 
water. This village, wliich is called 
Itaiizi-, is reached from the niHinlund 
by caniH*s or Isiats, and its inliabitaut.s 
hare to climb a kind of pole ladder to 
get to the doorways of their homes. 
This is prolialily the only place in tin- 
I’niteil States in wfiicli “pile dwell- 
ings" occur; but ull along tho Veiic- 
zneltin coast and at tiie iiioutlisof the 
OrincH'o and .Ainiizon similar villiigcs 
are frequently met with, many of tliem 
Ix-iiig inhabiteii by the Imliun flshiug 
trilx-s of the .\iiia/.oii estuary. 

These strange Inhuhitaiits were first 
diiH-overed by Alonzo de Ojeda, wlio ac- 
coiniMiiiled Coluuilius on his second 
voyage to this eoiitincnL In I 4 WU he 
uudert«K>k an lmlc|H-iident voj'age to 
explori- the northern jiart of South 
America, and lie took with him .Ameri- 
go Ve.spuci-l, who \vrot«* a graphic ac- 
ivmnt (if the expedition. The follow- 
ing extract from a translation of Ves- 
pucci's work gives the origin of the 
name Venesuela, and tells of the oon- 
nts-tloii between the curious village 
disexivered then* and the name Vene- 
zuela: “FrtKieeding along the coast, 
they arrived at a vast gulf reaeinhllng 
a tram^uil lake, entering which they 
lieheld on the eastern side a village 
the construction of which tilled them 
with Hur]>rlse. it consisted of twenty 
iargi- houses sha|M-d like bells, ami 
built on piles driven into the bottom 
of the lake, which in this part is limpid 
and but of little depth. Each Iiousi- 
was pnivided with a drawbridge and 
canoes . . . Fmni the resemblance to 
the Italian city, Ojeda gave tlii' liay 
the name of the Gulf of Venice (Vene- 
zia).” The country itself was after- 
wards called Venezuela, or Little Ven- 
i(^e, the original Indian name being 
CotjuibacoR. 

In Lake Maracaibo, south of the bay 
of Venezuela, similar pile buildings 
are still erected by the Goajoir In- 
dians.

A rather formidable coiii[)etitor of the 
cyt'h has made its apjiearatic-e in the 
midlands in the shajie of a pneiiinatio 
road skate. It has lately been seen in 
the stri*ets of Birmingham, and judging 
from the admiration it excites in not 
unlikely to find its way soon into all 
|iarts of the country. The invention, 
which wa.s {'ateiiteil a short time ago by 
a Scotch firm, is evitlently deriveil from 
the old roller skate of skating rink eeleb- 
rity: but, whereas tho ordinary roller 
skate has four wheels, the pneiiinailc 
skate ha* only two, jilact'tl in line at 
either e.vtreiuily of the skate. The 
wheels are rather larger than those of 
the roller skate, and instead of solid ruli- 
ber are c'lvertsJ with puetiniatiu tires. 

Till* jiutentefs claim for them that one 
can skate over ordii'arv lnrni>iko roads 
with them the same ason ice and at even 
greater s|peed, while at the hiinie time 
tliey will easily ascend and ilesceiid liill.s. 
Six t>r si-vi-n miles an luiiir, however, i.s 
till; maximum sju-td atteiiqited in tho 
siris'ts of Birmingham, and that only on 
smooth roads. One obviou* advantage 
of the imeiimatic skate over the pneu- 
matic cycle i» that jmiictured tires may 
btj readily rejilaeisl, as the skati-r may 
carry surplus tires, or even reserve 
wheels ready fitted, in his overcoat pock- 
et. — London Ironmonger.

Whenever a teacher applies 
for a license and is refusetl one for any 
cause, or is graded lower than h* l*e- 
lieves he should be, an apjteal lies to the 
state superintendent, whose duty it is to 
investigate and decide the question at 
issue. 

In a code of rules r«»ceutly issuer] the 
state superintendent requires 4"i0 to be 
deiwsitotl whenever an appeal is taken, 
and the rule is invoking a great deal of 
criticism. No coats have heretofore at- 
tended such apjjeals, and no forfeiture 
ever resulterl, and the teachers cannot 
see why t-tiu should be deposited wbeu 
no damages con be awarded under the 
law or coats collected. They believe 
tliat the new rule will prevent aggrieved 
teachers from proaecntiiig appeals aud 
thus increase the power of tbe local sii- 
periuteudeut to the detriment of the 
schools.— (Jinciuuati Enquirer.
